(d) The proceedings of the meetings of the Council will 
be confidential, but a short summary of the proceedings will 
be ordinarily prepared and given to the press. 


6. The mernbers of the Council will draw travelling allo- 
wance and daily allowance for attending the meetings of the 
Council at the rates fixed by the Government from time to 
time. 

ORDER 

Ordered that the above Resolution be communicated to 
the members concerned, the State Governments, the State 
Electricity Boards, the Ministries of the Government of 
India, Pnmo Minister’s Secretariat, Secretary to the President, 
the Planning Commission and the Comptroller and Auditor 
General of India.
